(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Fortnightly  collections  of  household  refuse  are  carried  out 
by  the  Councils  Scavengers  in  all  villages,  the  refuse  being 
taken  to  tips  and  covered  up.  Fortnightly  collectionsof  night 
soil  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Scavengers  in  90 j  of  the 
villages,  the  nightsoil  being  taken  to  arable  land  and  ploughed 
in. 

(iii)  SALVAGE 

Salvage  is  collected  by  the  Council’s  Scavengers  once  each 
fortnight,  and  special  collections  are  made  on  application.  Salvage 
material  consists  of  tins,  bones,  rags,  glass,  iron,  brass,  aluminium, 
paper  and  cardboard  of  all  kinds.  Also  string,  rubber  and  waste 

pig  food.

The  Parishes  of  Ab  Kettleby,  Asfordby,  Broughton  &  Dalby 
Clawson  &  Harby,  Stathern,  Waltham  (Thorpe  Arnold.  Ward),  Eaton, 
(Eastwell  Ward)  Somerby  (part),  Burton  &  Dalby  (Burton  Ward),  are 
supplied  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid  on  to 
the  consumers*  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  plumbo-solvency. 

The  Parishes  of  Belvoir,  Buckminster  (Buckminster  Ward) 
Grimston,  Saxe Iby  Ward)  Knossington  (Cold  Overton  Ward),  Sproxton, 
(Sproxton  &  Saltby  Wards)  are  supplied  by  private  piped  supplies 
of  limited  quantity. 

The  rest  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  public  and  private 
wells.  The  majority  of  the  wells*  are  'shallow  wells’  of 
doubtful  quality,  and  in  many  cases  insufficient  in  quantity 
during  dry  periods.  Shortages  have  been  experienced  particularly 
in  the  Parishes  of  Wymondham  and  Ho by. 

In  the  village  of  Waltham-on- the-Wolds  samples  showed  the 
wells  to  be  heavily  polluted  and  the  water  unfit  for 
consumption  without  being  previously  boiled,  A  piped  supply 
to  this  village  should  be  provided  with  the  least  possible  delay. 
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
